ÍM imeriean Forest.— Bat the most interegting 
sight to tiie was the forest. 
It now appeared in all its 
pristine slate and grandeur, tall, inagniñceiit, bound­ 
less. 
I had been somewhat di.sappointed in not finding 
vegetation develop itself in larger forms in New Eng­ 
land than with us ; but there was no place for disap- 
piintfiieiit here. 
I shall fail, however, to give you the 
impression it makes on one. 
Did it arise from height, 
or figure, or grouping, it might readily bo conveyed to 
you ; but it arises chiefly from combination. 
Vou 
must sec it in all its stages of growth, decay, dissolution, 
and regeneration ; you must sue it pressing on you and 
overshadowing you hy its silent forms, and at other 
times spreading itsell before you, like a natural park j 
you must see that all ihercJearances made by the human 
hi nd bear no higher relatii^f to it than does a mountain 
to a globe ; you must travel in it in solitariness, hour 
after hour, and day after day, frequently gazing on it 
with solemn delight, and occasionally casting the eye 
round in search of some pause, some end, without find­ 
ing any ; before you can fully understand the impres­ 
sion. 
Álen say there is notliing in Auierica to give you 
the sense of antiquity ; and they mean that as there are 
no works of art to produce this elfoot, there can be noth­ 
ing else. 
You cannot think that I would depreciate 
what tJiey mean to extol ; but 1 hope you will sympa­ 
thise with me, when I say that 1 have met with nothing 
among the most venerable forms of art, which impresses 
you so thoroughly with the idea of indefimle distance 
and endli^ continuity ; of antiquity shrouded in alt its 
nriyitery ; of solitude, illimituble and eternal.— Visit to 
the .American Churches. 


P oetry.— For what is poetry ? 
It is not merely the 
melody of verse, or the spirit of passion and emotion 
embodied in verse. 
It is u revelation from heaven of 
its own beauty and glory 
an atmosphere of heaven 
breatlied down and diflused thiough our grosser one, by 
which we become sensible of the strength of joy in the 
heart, of the moral greatuess of our better nature ; of 
the treasures of past intellect, and the full grandeur and 
rainbow splendour oflmmaii hopes. 
It is^ this spirit 
that is continually lifting us out of the clay of the earth 
— Out of the grossness ot our aiiimui condition, to a per­ 
ception of wider views, intenser being, more generous, 
glowing, and etherial aspirations. 
It is like that suflii- 
sion ot purple and violet light cast down from the even­ 
ing sun over the mountains, which, however beautiful 
la themselves, derive a teniiild anil heavenly beauty 
from it. 
It is not so much a part of ourselves, as the 
spirit of an eternal and ditiiie w'orld which moulds and 
incorporates us into itself, and changes us from what 
we are to what we are to be. 
Let no man fall into the 
grievous mistake that poetry only lives in verse—nor 
that it is cuTfmed to language at all. 
It is a far and 
widely diflused spirit, and lives in all human hearts, 
more or less, and often In greater affluence than we 
imagine. 
It cannot always ibtow itself into language.— 
A h a y Dream at Tintagei, by fV. Howitt. 


Imperial Tokay.—The Hungarian accounts state 
that the wine of Tokay, the monarch of wine, is not 
grown solely in the village o f Tokay, but in the envi­ 
rons. 
Although the eminence is upwards of 250 feet 
high. It is only the hill of Mesas Male which produces 
wine of the/jriwiierc qualitie. 
The soil is principally 
composed of porphyry. 
The greater part of the nioun- 
t lin belongs to the crown. 
The next greatest proprietors 
are Prince de Bretzenheim and Messrs. de Pztrmann.— 
la good years, the vintage of these mountains produces 
4'JU,000 casks of wine. 
King Berra IV. is supposed to 
have been the first who cultivated this wine, which he 
caused to be planted by Italian colonists. 
As early as 
1 3 5 l,th e tytlie on it was ivorth 1 0 .0 0 0 ducats to the 
Bishoprick of Earlau. 
The vintage takes place very 
late, sometimes not before the end of October. 
There 
are eleven kinds of vines on these hills, which, though 
all are delicious, difler considerably from each other.— 
Faich vintage produces three kinds of wine ; the first, 
that which fiows spontaneously from the grapes them­ 
selves, which may be cullod the essence of Tokay ; the 
second, produced by a first pressure, which gives a wine 
of a second quuliiy, and the second pressure, which pro­ 
duces the last and most inferior kind.
